MEIR DISMISSES 
TALKS RUMOURS

STOCKHOLM. — Prime Minister 
Golda Meir last night dismissed 
with a laugh rumours that she had 
met with a high Russian official 
during her 24-hour visit to Finnish 
Lapland Saturday and yesterday. 
“There were plenty of forests, but 
no bears,” she told a correspondent 
here last night, at a reception for 
leaders of Stockholm’s Jewish com- 

munity. 
The news of Mra. Meir’s trip — 
and speculation over who she might 


»be meeting — was the main topic 


on Swedish news broadcasts and in 
Swedish newspapers ever since the 
Finnish news agency announced 
about noon yesterday that she was 
in Rovaneimi. Some thought that 
she was meeting with a big-name 
Russian leader. Others thought that 
Dr. Gunnar Jarring had flown from 
Moscow for an urgent meeting. 

A source close to the Premier 
said that she had been invited to a 
hunting lodge near Rovaneimi by a 
Jewish friend, for a complete rest 
after an exhausting week of travel 
in Denmark, Finland and Sweden. 
The question which the source did 
not answer was why Mrs. Meir 
meeded to travel so far — Rova- 
neimi, the capital of Lapland, Is 
1,000 kms. from Stockholm, and 
only 160 kms. from the Russian 
border — for that rest. 

The Premier earlier had held long 
talks with Swedish leaders, includ- 
ing Premier Olof Palme. The 
‘Swedish leader went out of his way 
to make public and private gestures 


of gallantry and un-Swedish in- 
formality towards her. But it would 
be wild optimism to expect any 
radical shift in Sweden's studied 
neutrality towards Israel 

That was how extremely well in- 
formed sources here put it, summing 
up the first two days of Mrs. Meir's 
semi-officlal visit to Sweden, She 
had met Mr. Palme at the Socialist 
International conference in Melainki, 
where the Swedes demonstrated thelr 
neutrality towards Israel to the 
world et large by abstaining on 
Clauses dealing with rectifying the 
Middie East arms balance and 
against an imposed solution, 

Mrs. Meir’s only public comment 
on her drawn-out luncheon on Fri- 
day with her Swedish counterpart 
was at her Saturday press confe- 
rence. She said: “It wags an extre- 
mely pleasant occasion, We had a 
very, very friendly talk. I was very 
Pleased that the Prime Minister 
took so much time out, and I was 
given the fullest opportunity to ex- 
Plain our viewpoint.” 

No joint statement is being is- 
sued, simply because it is not custo- 
mary to do that during semi-official 
visits, into which category protocol- 
conscious Swedes have put Mrs. 
Meir's trip. 

The luncheon was indeed drawn 
out, It lasted from 1:30 to 4:45 
pm. Participating for the Swedes 
were Premier Palme, Foreign Min- 
ister Torsten Nilsson, Finance Min- 
ister Gunnar Strang, ex-premier 
Tage Erlander and senior officials, 
plus party leaders.

Two Soviet spacecraft 
sweep toward Mars 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Two unman- 
ned Soviet spacecraft swept un- 
challenged yesterday toward Mars 
and possible soft-landings to search 
for life on the red planet. 

With the launch of America’s 
Mariner 9 television probe delayed 
by ground troubles, the 4,650 kg. 
Mars 2 automatic station launched 
May 19 opened more than ‘a million-. 


‘mile lead. Mars 8, a copy of Mars 


2, went aloft Friday. The exact 
mission of the two Mars vehicles 
was not made clear. 

“The main thing is that a step 
will be made closer to the elucida- 
tion of the most interesting prob- 
lem — the possibility of life on 
that planet and its formes,” Tass 
news agency said yesterday. 

Although the Soviet Union has 
not said whether either Mars craft 
will try to soft-land or crash-lend 
on the planet, veiled hints. in the 
Soviet press have indicated a pos- 
sible landing attempt. Two success- 
ful landings of unmanned research 


spacecraft on the moon and one on 
Venus have given the Soviet Union 
extensive experience for such a 
venture on Mars. 

Tass indicated the two spacecraft 
would attempt to determine the 
composition aud structure of the 
Planet's atmosphere, throw new 
light on its surface formations, de- 
termine why different types of 
clouds form around Mars and pin- 
point the nature of “canals” which 
crigscross the planet’s surface. 

The sudden flurry of American 
and Soviet Mars’ shots wag due to 
an unusual Mars “window” — the 
period during which the relative 
positions of Barth and Mars make 
launches most desirable. ~ 

The two planets will pass closer 
fa 1971 than in any year since 
1924, The “window” will shut in 
late June and another will not open 
until 1973.

The Bedek Aviation Division of 
the Israel Alrcraft Industries has 
opened 2 Total Modification and 
Servicing Centre for Boeing air- 
craft. This is the first such centre 
to be built outside the U.S. and it 
ig expected to carry out major over- 
hauls and configuration changes 
for most of the European carriers, 
who have hitherto had to send their 
planes to the U.S. for modifications. 


The plant will be able to handle 
all Boeing models currently in ser- 
vice — including the giant 747. Thig 
was announced at the Paris Afr 
Salon by an israel Aircraft Indus- 
try's spokesman on Friday. 

The spokesmen noted that prior 
to the establishment of the plant, 
Bedek had already carried out se- 
veral large-scale assignments on the 


707, including modifications which 
have never been accomplished out- 
side the Boeing factory itself. He 
sdded that with regard to both 
price and quality, the local plant 
bad compared very favourably to 
the Americans’. 

The spokesman also annotnced 
that three more Commodore 11-21 
Jets have been sold, leaving only 
four more In stock, which will have 
to be sold before the Israeli ver- 
sion of the plane, the modified 
11-23, hits the market in September. 

The Israel Aircraft Industries ac- 
quired 43 of the 11-21’s when it 
bought over the project from the

Shavuot is becoming ensconced 
as the particular festival of the 
Western Wall. From the beginning 
of the festival on Saturday night 
fill sunset last night, an unending 
stream of people converged from 
all sections of Jewlsh Jerusalem to 
the Western Wall. Peak period was 
around three o'clock yesterday 
morning when the thousands of 
people who had followed the old 
custom of staying up all night — 
the custom is gaining popularity:

were to be seen among the all- 
nighters joined thousands of 
others who had risen early to pray 
with the coming of dawn. 

On Saturday night, an estimated 
10,000 people walked to the Wall 
to celebrate the conclusion of the 
Sefirat Ho’Omer and the commence- 
ment of Shavuot, With all the va- 
rious minyanim having to wait for 
nightfall to begin the moariv ser- 
vice (halacha demands that the 
“seven weeks” of the Omer be per- 
pectly complete}, the simultaneous 


outburst of prayer at precisely 7.19 jery 


was loud and impressive. 

On Shavuot morning, the throng 
began thi out by seven o'clock, 
with the last straggling minyanim 
huddling closer in towards the Wall, 
driven by the creeping advance of 
its shadow. 

Of the thousands of tourists who 
had planned to spend Shavuot in 
Jerusalem, many had not succeed- 
ed in securing hotel accommodation. 
They were obliged fo stay in the 
homes of friends and private house- 
holders who opened their pomes to 
them, 

In spite of the overcrowding in 
the city, police had no accidents 


or serious disturbances to report. 
Following a request by the Milltary 
Governor, the Jerusslem-Jericho 
Road was closed on Saturday. 
About 500 carloads of holiday-mak- 
ers on thelr way to Jericho were 
turned back and thousands of 
others were kept waiting for hours. 
Yesterday, traffic to Jericho was 
back to normal 
In Tel Aviv, Rabbi Yedidlya 
Frenkel used the night of Sha- 
vuot for a special “campaign.” 
From 9 o’clock on Saturday night 
tit] the early dawn he toured about 
15 es in the southern part 
of the city, preaching to the as- 
sembled worshippers the need for 
understanding and cooperation bet- 
ween the various communities.

Meanwhile, the city’s underworld 
was engaged in a “campaign” of a 
different kind.

The Israelis were offered an op- 
portunity of appraising popular Fin- 
nish feeling towards Israel, as op-

Shortly before driving to Helsin- 
ii airport, she visited the new 
township of Taplola — a previous 
Israeli visitor was Housing Minister 
Ze'ev Sharef. There were spontane- 
ous demonstrations of affection for 
her from local residents, as they 
recognised the Israeli flag, flutter- 
ing from the Hmousine, 

A lttle girl with long blonde 
‘raids suddenly popped up next to 
Mrs, Meir. She was so small that

‘The 
tot proceeded to present Mrg, Meir 
with a bouquet of five tulips. The 
beaming Prime Minister bent down 
and kissed her, to the delighted 
applause of the onlookers. Mrs. 
Meir asked the little girl, through 
the interpreter: “Who gave you the 
tulips?" To which she replied: “My 
mommy gave them to me.” The 
‘Premier then asked to see the mo- 
ther, who was standing not far 
away, and who was most excited 
on being introduced to Israel's 
Prime Minister. She said: “‘We see 
you constantly on television and we 
admire you, so when T heard you 
were here I got some tulips to show 
you our feelings.” 


JEWISH SCHOOL 


Mrs. Meir had previously emerged 
in an excited mood from the Helsin- 
id Jewish day school. It is the nor- 
thernmost Hebrew school in the 
world. There awaiting her were the 
200-or-so children of this small Jew- 
ish outpost, their parents and their 
teachers, two of them from Israel. 

The Prime Minister appeared 
deeply touched as the children per- 
formed for her. It started with five- 
year-olds going on to the platform 
and singing Hebrew folk songs in 
thelr piping voices, as they clutched 
tiny Israeli flags in their fists. Each 
class went through its paces. The 
older ones sang up-to-date Israeli

Foreign Minister Abba Eban sald 
yesterday that despite the gap be- 
tween the parties to the Middle Hast 
dispute, neither Egypt, Israel nor 
the U.S. had despaired of any po- 
sibllity of reaching ἃ settlement. 

Mr, Eban was speaking over the 
Army Radio programme in an inter- 
view which was recorded before he 
left for his African trip early on 
Friday morning, and before the 
Sadat-Podgorny communique on the 
Egyptian-Soviet talks in Cairo was 
pukilshed. 

Mr. Hban said that Israel was still 
awaiting an Egyptian reply to its 
proposals. “I gee no reason why we 
should commit ourselves to further 
concessions, since the entire balance 
of concessions go far is one of con- 
cessions made by Israel. Egypt is 
not asked to give up anything — 
not the cease-fire line, nor anything 
under her control. In my opinion, 
therefore, Egypt has an obligation 
to respond to our proposals.” 

‘He said an interim agreement on 
the reopening of the Suez Cana] was 
“far more important than the Canai 
issue itself. This is ἃ test, an experi- 
mental station for the very feasibility 
of peace.” 

The Foreign Minister thought that 
this might be the last cpportunity 
for saving the Canal. If reopened
